SUBJECT: CIA Support for Export Control Activities 


Dear Bill: 

When our telephone conversation ended last Friday morning, (May 26), 
“that you were dissatisfied with my reaction to your d-cussion. 
Your reference to the meeting between you and some of your staff an 
led Thau and me, prompted me to retrieve from thefrleacopyof t 
Memorandum of Conversation, dated 14 December 1966, which stated what 
was agreed to at that meeting. 

If you refer to that memorandum you will note that the firs £ 

on Ihe second page sets forth a basic constraint circumscribing your 

operation. Your statement reads as follows: 

At the outset Mr. Morell explained to the Oomeroe representatives 
that CIA does not consider that it has the 

torv or otherwise, for coordinating the views of the mtellige 
community for presentation to the ACES and OC. The CIA vrew was 
that each department or agency having pertinent intelligence 
capabilities' should he responsible for furnishing such intelligence 
information to the ACEP and OC through its own represenatives . 

This constraint is followed by a listing of the agreed ground rules 
Sat are to apply to your support for the ACEP program. Please be 
assured that as far as I am aware, we have no reservations about your 
support activities as delineated by these ground rules. 

If there is any dissatisfaction or lack of agreement here as far as 
CIA support for ACEP is concerned, I would suggest that it may be with 
tht uncoordinated nature of the support. As users of intelligence we 
have great difficulty in reaching a policy or operational decisio _ 
whlneJer divergent views are presented in the ACEP forum that derive 
either from differing evaluations of the same intelligence or from 
different Intelligence. In the best of all possible worlds we would 
prefer having CIA present coordinated intelligence. You indicated, 
howedr, dal this is not possible under your current budgetary 
limitations. Your suggestion that this matter be fussed
